Appendix L:
Installation Narrative Summaries

This appendix contains narratives describing environmental restoration progress and funding

at 202 Department of Defense (DoD) installations and former properties. These narratives
summarize Defense Environmental Restoration Program (DERP) activities at (1) active DoD
installations and Formerly Used Defense Sites (FUDS) that are on, or proposed for, the U.S.
Environmental Protection Agency’s (EPA's) National Priorities List (NPL); and (2) Base Realignment
and Closure (BRAC) installations that have closed or have been identified for closure with
significant environmental restoration costs as of September 30, 2008. The NPL is the national
prioritized list of the known releases or threatened releases of hazardous substances, pollutants,
or contaminants throughout the United States and its territories. Currently, unexploded ordnance
and discarded military munitions are not considerations for placing sites on the NPL.

Installation Narrative Format

Each narrative provides specific information about the
installation and its progress toward restoration goals. The
data section at the top of the narrative displays the
installation’s Federal Facility Identification (FFID) number,
location and size in acres, mission, any Hazard Ranking
System (HRS) score, interagency agreement (IAG) status,
contaminants found at the installation, and media affected.
Other information in the top box includes total funding to
date, estimated cost-to-complete (CTC), completion year
(the estimated time in which all response actions at the
installation will be completed), number of sites, final
remedy in place (RIP) or response complete (RC) dates for
DERP sites in the Installation Restoration Program (IRP)
and the Military Munitions Response Program (MMRP),
5-year review status, an IRP / MIMRP status figure and
reference to additional information. Figure L-1 describes
each of these data elements in more detail.

The narrative summaries also highlight the installation’s past
environmental restoration activities and planned efforts. The
Progress to Date section provides background information
on the installation and summarizes important environmental
restoration events. Additionally, this section provides
detailed descriptions of environmental restoration progress at
the installation under the IRP and MMRP for Fiscal Year
(FY) 2004 through FY2007. The next two sections of each
narrative, FY2008 IRP Progress and FY2008 MMRP
Progress, address environmental restoration progress in
detail for the IRP and MMRP categories, which took place
during the reporting year. The final narrative section,
entitled Plan of Action, includes information on activities
that will be conducted at the installation during the next two
fiscal years, with action items distinguished by IRP and
MMRP categories.

Reporting Requirements

This appendix fulfills the statutory reporting requirements of
the Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation,
and Liability Act (CERCLA) §120(e)(5) and the Superfund
Amendments and Reauthorization Act (SARA) §211.

Mission—describes the primary activities conducted at the installation.

IAG Status—indicates whether the installation has signed a federal facility agreement (FFA) under CERCLA Section 120's requirement for an interagency agreement (I1AG).

Contaminants—identifies contaminants known or suspected to be present at the installation.

6 Hazard Ranking System Score—used by EPA to assess the installation's relative threat to human health and the environment. Sites scoring 28.50 or higher are eligible for placement on the NPL.

Media Affected—identifies environmental media known or suspected to be impacted by contaminants at the installation. Media types include groundwater, surface water, sediment, and soil.

10 Funding to Date—represents funding allocated to IRP sites and munitions response sites (MRSs) for each phase from the time cleanup activities were initiated through FY2008, in millions of dollars.

" Estimated CTC—represents funding projected for allocation to IRP sites and MRSs from FY2009 through completion of cleanup activities, including LTM, in millions of dollars.

12+ Completion Year—represents the projected new year when remedial action, excluding LTM, is complete at IRP sites and MRSs..

13 IRP Sites—represents the total number of IRP sites at the DoD installation or FUDS property.

14 Final IRP RIP/RC—represents the date by which all IRP sites will have achieved remedy in place or response complete.

15 MMRP Sites (Final MMRP RIP/RC)—represents the total number of MRSs at the DoD installation or FUDS property.

16 Final MMRP RIP/RC—represents the date by which all MRSs will have achieved remedy in place or response complete.

17 Five-Year Review Status—provides the status of the 5-year review for the DoD installation or FUDS property, where such review is required. A 5-year review may be completed, underway, planned for the future, or any combination
i thereof. Five-year reviews may be required for selected sites, not necessarily all sites at a DoD installation or FUDS property.

IRP/MMRP Status Table—references the location of detailed cleanup information for the DoD installation or FUDS property in Appendix M: Installation Restoration Program and Military Munitions Response Program Status Tables.

IRP/MMRP Status Figure—illustrates the number of IRP sites and MRSs with cleanup in progress (e.g., investigation and remedial action) and with response complete, including LTM.
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Required elements of these installation narratives include a
description of any hazardous materials present at each facility,
plans and schedules for completing response actions, and an
explanation of any postponements or failures to complete
response actions as planned. All of these requirements are
covered in the narrative text.

Interagency agreement status and 5-year review status are
also statutorily required elements of the installation
narratives. Reviews of the remedial action may be required
for specific sites no less than every 5 years after initiating
the remedy. Information on these elements can be found in
the data section and summaries of each narrative.

Additionally, installation narratives include information on
munitions response activity and MMRP progress to
comply with Congressional reporting requirements. Past
MMRP accomplishments are described in the Progress to
Date section of the narrative, while reporting year activities

are discussed under the Y2008 MMRP Progress section.

An installation may need to change its funding projections
from year to year. Installations that have an estimated cost of
completing cleanup activities greater than $10 million must
include an explanation for environmental cleanup cost
estimate differences of greater than 10 percent from the
previous year. Significant changes in an installation’s CTC
estimate are noted in the FY2008 IRP Progress section, along
with an explanation of why the estimate has changed. There
are three explanation categories of CTC changes: technical
issues (including, but not limited to, additional sites found,
incomplete site data, and additional or extended remedial
action operations); regulatory issues (including, but not limited
to, lowering an existing cleanup requirement and creating new
regulations); and estimating criteria (including, but not
limited to, the addition of cost data that were overlooked or
previously unknown, database updates, and corrections).

Appendix L: Installation Narrative Summaries

Installation Narrative Status

Figure L-2 provides a status summary of the narratives for
NPL, proposed NPL, and BRAC installations that have
undergone or have been identified for closure or
realignment organized by Component. The header of each
narrative identifies current and former installation names
and NPL/BRAC status. The BRAC status reflects
Commission actions impacting the installations, not the
funding source. Installations realigned under BRAC 2005
continue to receive funding for cleanup activities from the
Component’s Environmental Restoration account.

As environmental restoration progresses, some installations
previously included in this appendix no longer require a
narrative. A narrative may no longer be needed for many
reasons, including the installation’s deletion from the NPL
or a DoD determination of no further action (NFA)
required for the property. No narratives were removed in
FY2008. Figure L-3 lists installations that previously had
narratives in this appendix, the reason for each installation’s
removal from the appendix, and the year of the last Annual
Report to Congress (ARC) in which a complete narrative
for the installation appears. Installations that do not
require narratives after this reporting year are noted in the
FY2008 IRP Progress section. These narratives include
Fort Chaffee, Fort Ritchie, Hamilton Army Airfield,
Lexington Facility, Driver Naval Radio Transmitting
Facility, Louisville Naval Surface Warfare Center, and
Chicago O’'Hare IAP.

In FY2008, EPA proposed Fort Detrick to its NPL. Asa
result, DoD included the installation’s first narrative in this
year’s appendix.

Figure L-4 provides an index to the Appendix L narratives,
listing all of the installation narratives alphabetically, by
Component. For each installation in this appendix, the
index also includes the status of the installation (NPL,
proposed NPL, or BRAC) and the page on which each
restoration narrative is located. BRAC status may refer to
installations slated for realignment or closure.

Each installation narrative contains a unique FFID, which
is used to identify and track federal facilities and assist with
prioritizing, managing, and tracking environmental
projects. However, the narrative for Brandywine Defense
Reutilization and Marketing Office is listed under the
same FFID as Andrews Air Force Base, as the Brandywine
facility is included in the Andrews Air Force Base IRP site

inventory.

The Reference section of this report defines acronyms found
in the installation narratives. Appendix M: Installation
Restoration Program and Military Munitions Response
Program Status Tables provides more information about site
status and program costs for each installation in this
appendix. Detailed information on environmental
restoration activities at an installation prior to FY2004 can
be found in the installation narratives from earlier editions of
the DEP ARC, which can be accessed through the Defense
Environmental Management Network and Information
eXchange (DENIX) Web site at A¢£ps://www.denix.osd.mil/.
